to end war forever, and that they 
■will see to it that the peace treaty 
w ith Its league of nations inclusion is 
ratified by the senate. President Wit 
son is making a successful journey 
across ihe country on the mission he 
h a s undertaken for the purpose of 
laying before the plain people a re­ 
port of his work in 
Paris and 
ex­ 
p laining what the league means. 
Thus far in his travels, he has e v ­ 
erywhere met with warm 
g r e e t in g s , 
both in the great halls w hole he has 
spoken formally and 
in 
the 
lit Ie 
cross roads ham lets where his train 
has halted at times, and he has ex 
changed words with the villagers who 
pressed forward to greet 
him. 
He 
feels, and does not hesitate to say 
*50, when chatting with his traveling 
com panions, that the American peo­ 
ple want no more of war and want 
to become part of the league so that 
there may be no more war. 
Ile struck his key note when he 
,8aid in his first address in Columbus, 
O hio:

‘ this thing (what G erm any attem pted) 
th a t mankind will unite to inflict the 
sam e punishm ent.

Let us never forget those 
years, my fellow countrym en.

never forget 
the purpose, high and

“ As I said, this treaty was not in 
tended merely to end this war.

(them that they will do it at their peril.

A league of nations would have pre 
vented the late conflict, the president 
asserted, exclaim ing “I did not meet

•not have gone into this war if she 
thought Great Britain was going into

dreamed America was going into it. 
A nd they all admit that a notice be 
forehand that the greatest powers of 
the world combined to prevent this 
sort of thing would prevent it abso 
lu tely.”

A. sent the old “ eg g s,” as they vs rf 
called, spinning into dugout and pill­ 
box, the only Boches rem aining on the 
ground were those ready to be buried. 
Grenades were known to ha c- been 
used five centuries ago.
